. Hon. Mr, B.D. F. Beith, the 
Chairman of . the, . Hongkong 
General Chamber of Commerce, had 
‘much to suy about silver at the 
annual general meeting held in 
_ the City Hall yesterday afternoon, 

Hon, Mr, B.D. F. ‘Beith, 
addressing the meating, said:.Gen- 
‘tlemen, in moving the. adoption 
of the report and accounts, 
which havo | been. in « your 
hands for some, days; I shall neces. 
sarily be brief, As stated in’ the 
report, several importatit ques- 

ons, to which the Committe has 

| devoted a great deal of time and 
thought during the past twelve 
months, have not yet reached a 
stage at which they can be publlely 
digcussed. The most important of 
these subjecta is‘the draft Com- 
mercial Treaty between . Groat 
Britain and China, to which you 
will .haye seen ‘references in. the 
'Preas. Wa hope to be ablo to an- 
nounce later that our efforts have 
had ‘good results," - : 

Despite civil’ war and other in- 
ternal troubles, China's foreign 
trade shows little or.no sign of 
diminishing, which is an indication 
of the great expansion that would 
Occur under more settled condi- 
tions. Too much stress cannot be 
laid upon‘the urgent necessity for 
abolishing the excessive internal 
taxation which so severely.restricts 
the free movement: of goods, the 
volume of trade, and ‘the pur- 
chasing power of the peasantry, 
who form the vast majority of the 

_ Chinese people, and who are them- 
“selves seriously affected, for, to 
. Quote a wellknown authority on 
this subject (Sir H. H. Fox): 

“In this matter ef irregular taxa. 
tion the Chinese authorities can- 
not be charged with discrimination 
against foreizn goods, because re- 

‘ ports from all parts of the country 
go to show ‘that Chinese produce 
comin'r Gawn from the interior to 
be shipped abroad js taxed in many 
cases even more heavily than: im- 
ports, chiefly for the benefit of 
military chieftains, Eggs seem 
to be singled out for severe treat- 
ment. A new-laid egg, for. ine 
stance, on its way from the farm 
to the port has, in addition, to 
likin, to pay customs duty, produce 
.and examination tax, an educa- 
tional and a charitable tax,’ 
(Laughter), 4 
:With regard to the proposed 
bolition of ., extra-territorial 
vights, I cannot do better than 
refer members to the remarks 
made from the chair at the recent 
annual meeting of the Hongkong 
& Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
as-to the essential saferuards 
which will have to be provided in 
order to protect and develop trade 
to and from China. 


The Salaries Commission. 


You, will note’ from the report

The Dollar. - 


** Fluctuations in the price’ of 
silver ‘and in the exchange value 
of the Hongkong Dollar during the 
years 1900-1929 are showm in the 
staph which forms an interesting 
tnclosure to the Chamber's Report 
for 1929. The depreciation, with- 
in six months, of more than twenty 
per’ cent in the-aterting value of 
oux currency is a fall] without pre- 
‘cedent in recent years and calls 
for. something more than a general 
reference to this factor of ex- 
change that in the past year has 
so gravely affected us as a trading 
community. ae 

Let me state firstly that the 
question as to whether high ex- 
change or low exchange js,-in the 
long run, beneficial to the Colony, 
is a doctrinaire point that I prefer 
not to deal with here. Those 
whose interests are definitely link. 
ed to silver cannot be expected to 
regard with complacency a shrink- 
age in the comparative value of 
their investments, There is, how- 
ever, a wider view than that 


‘afforded from the personal stand- 


point, The commercial prosperity 
of this Colony could not have been 
achieved, nor is it likely to be main. 
tained, without full consideration 
being given to the economic policy 
of .our neighbours. 

Certain it is that the difficulties 
we have had to face in exchange: 
during the past year are not due 
to any feeling of insecurity in our 
currency, So long as we function 
on a silver standard we have 
necessarily to accept the dis- 
abilities attaching to that 
standard, but it has never been 
urged against us that our metallic 
reserves are inadequate, that our 
note issues have been in excess 
ef the public demand, or that any

Process of Adjustment, 


The difficulty ia that the process 
of adjustment lags uehind the 
movemént of exchange. When, as 
in the present ‘instance, we are 
faced with an abnormal! fall in the 
Price of silver, ‘ due to circum- 
stances out of our control, there 
must of necessity be a serious dis- 
turbance in the state of gold com- 
mitments incurred in the over- 
confident expectation that ex- 
change would ‘function normally 
within those limits to which we 
had been agcustomed and that we 
had regarded as covering ordinary 
business risks. 

‘Two factors stand out very 
clearly as causing the recent 
collapse. .The first is entirely 
domestic and may be traced back 
as far a8 1925, when acute 
political disturbances called for 
prudent measures for stéadying, 
our exchange, that were best 
carried out by counteracting the 
downward ‘tendency of silver by 


obligations could 


a premium on our banknotes that. 


were then,-as they ‘have always 
been, the recognised medium for 
the eettlement,of contracts in this 
Colony. 

The. second factor is the recent 
adoption of a gold exchange 
standard by the Government of" 
Indo-China and the incidence of 
‘heavy sales of silver by the Go- 
vernment’ of India. . 

- AS regards the first of these 
factors, public confidence in the 
,wisdom of this policy was 
evidenced by a demand for our 
‘banknotes that, however gratifying 
it may have then appeared, became 
in time a serious embarrassment, 
Our note issues are, of course, sub. 
ject to Jegal limitations, 
limitations are sufficiently wide to 
provide for all conceivable 
currency needs within the Colony, 
but they were not designed to en- 
courage, or to cope with, outside 
demands dissociated from our. 
genuine trade requirements, |. It 


is mot part of the functions of. 
banking to facilitate the hoarding | 


of money, and when the premium: 
on our notes became ‘unwieldy a 
reversion to the strictly silver 
standard established, by daw be- 
came ‘imperative. The declared 
policy of the banks to rehabilitate 
the gilver dollar resulted in a

still very Inconvenfently” over’ it, 
Tf we' are to''gét. back’ to ‘silver 
parity we must look for'a furthor 
fall in ‘exchange, unless by 2 
fortuitoug’ circiimstance’ the’ price’ 
of silver materially ‘rises, |” 

These two factors have brought 
about a condition’ of extraordinary 
complexity. Silver dollars are atill 
being imported because ‘the opera- 
tion shows an immediate paper’ 
profit, but there ia no apparent 
outlet for them. They are. not 
really needed to supplement. our 
curroncy and sooner or later their 
dead weight will become a’ burden: 
only to be relieved by their export 
as bullion. . ee, 

I would refer here to 2 state- 
ment made by the.Chairman of the 
Hongkong & Shanghai Banking 
Corporation at the ‘recent annual 
meeting of shareholders, “It ia 
obvious that a small Colony fike 
our own cannot absorb .unlim{ted 
silver dollars, and further imports 
of these are, much to'be depre- | 
cated.” : 

Your Committee concurs en- 
tirely in'this' ‘view: and regards 
with concern the continued: im- 
portation of silver dollars,’ not 
only because the difficulties of 
handling, them are becoming in- 
creasingly burdensome to the 
banks, ‘but also’ because the pro- 
blem of their ultimate disposal 
may very conceivably involve’ the 
Colony in even greater difficulties 
in the future. : 

In this connexion we are 
gratified to know that the Govern- 
ment has appointed # local Com- 
mittee of Enquiry into our cur- 
renicy and other cognate matters, 
with terms of reference sufficiently 
comprehensive to include all 
points that have bearing on our 
present difficulties, We cannot 
anticipate the findings of that

.Merchant members of the 
Chambter particularly will be glad 


to know that the department for | 


the compilation of Trade Statistics 
ia about to resume its operations, 
and, we Nope, more effectively 
than formerly. Whether this 
Proves to be the.case, or not, 
will’ depend largely upon. mer- 
chants themselves, I take this 
opportunity of appealing to all 
business firms to see that their 
staffs fill in. the forms promptly 
and, I would add, intelligently, ao 
that the totals of imports and ex- 
ports at the end of the month, or 
at the end of the year as the case 
may be, are at least approximately 
correct, , 

There is one aspect of this 
matter in which, I am advised, the 
Chamber of Commerce can usefully 
co-operate with the Government, 
and I am sure the Committee will 
he glad to do ao, It has been 
pointed out that in regard to 
Cotton Piece Goods, for example, 
one Chinese character ia generally 
to represent ‘descriptions 
which, in the Import headings, 
would appear'under half a dozen 
names. If these half a dozen 
items appear in the Export side 
of the statistics ag one item, under 
one Chinese name, that partigular 
commodity will erroneously appear 


to be sold more freely than. it is 
}bought, and the other five articles 


will, also erroneously, appear to 
have been entirely consumed in 
Hongkong. I mention this as an 
example of the way 
statistics may be vitiated. I hope 
it will be possible, with the help 
of certain of our members who- 
have special knowledge of. the sub- 
ject, both from the language and 
the technical points of view, to 
assist the Government in prepar- 
ing an explanatory guide to classi- 
fication in both English and 
Chinese. ”

Burnt Down Previously, 


These houses were burnt down 
in 1923, were they not?—Yes, 


And rebuilt in the same form?— 
Yes. 


And for the front part, extra 
means of escape wag provided both 
from the top and’ first floors?—- 
Yes. The extra means of escape 
were provided by trap doors from 
the verandahs. 


But for the rear of the houses 
there were no extra means of 
escape provided ?—No., 


The Coroner pointed out that they 
had no evidence to show why the 
inmates did not -avail themselves 

{of the escapes. : 


Conflicting Statements. 


Mr. Moss, of the Fire Brigade, 
asserted that there was no means 
‘of escape at the rear.’ 


The Coroner replied that he had 
the evidence of the original plans 
to show there was means of escape, 


In reply to another question, Mr. 
Bottomley said that so lony as plans 
for buildings conformed with the 

> | requirements of the Ordinance, his 
department were bound to pass the 
‘plans. They did what they could 
to improve the conditions of the 
plans, by suggesting the use of 
reinforced concrete construction 
on modern Jines. They were 
| doing this throughout the Colony, 
but they could not enforce it. 
The most they could do was to 
encourage the idea. . 


Ownery’ Objections. 


They often met with discourage- 
ment, and found that many of the‘ 
owners would not comply with their 
requests because they wanted to 
erect their houses as cheaply as 
posible.

Mr. Lindsell:—Then I under- , 
stand you will not allow No, 12 to 
be re-conditioned without better 
means of escape? 

Witness:—-That is so. 

1 gather that you will not be 
able to require ths provision from 
the other five houses ?—I think it 
will be very difficult. We have no 
power to require it with the other 
houses. I have visited two of the 
other houses and found that they 
have the laddera and trap doors 
ready for use. , 


No Ladder, 


The principal tenant of the floor 
was then recalled and she admit- 
ted that for the three years that 
she had been living there, she had 
seen no ladder of the type-referred 


to. 

The. owner of the property, a 
Chinese lady, was algo called by 
the Court, to give evidence in this 
connexion. She said she did not 
know of the necessity of keeping 
a top fioor ladder at the back.

“If we didn’t do it we were 
warned once, perhaps twice, and 
the third time were caned with 
the hee! of a shoe by a prefect,” 
he said. ‘ : 


Hendmaster’s Denial. 


‘Mr. Wootton : denied* that the 
Arnot boys looxed under-nourished 
and said that there was no reason 
for complaint as to the state of 
discipline at tae school, He was 
not aware that the boys had to 
do regular eweeping. 

William Frank Purcell, a Cam- 
bridge undergraduate and head 
prefect at Perse School at:the time 
the Arnots were there, said he was 
satisfied with the food, and his 
clothes were dealt with satisfac- 
torily. For disobedience small 
bovs were given lines, and for 
“cheek” they were slippered. 

Mr, Wootton was awarded £32 
6s. 8d. and costs, In response to 
a claim for disbusements £20 12s.

Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
(Conservative) then moved the 
adjournment but this was de- 
feated by 185 votes to 175. 

The Government defeat is 
unimportant as it was one of 
procedure and not a vital mat- 
ter. The only effect is to fur- 
ther delay Government busi- 
ness which is already behind- 
hand. The Government de- 
sired to dispose ‘of a number of 
matters tonight, but the House 
cannot now sit after eleven 
o'elock.— Reuter,
